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Editorial Comment 


A New Tack 


Andover’s selectmen Monday night took the first step 
toward what may be a hard-nosed policy in dealing with 
minors who falsify their ages in order to obtain alcoholic 
beverages in the town. 7 

Town Counsel Frederic S. O’Brien will be asked for an 
opinion as to the rights of the board in making public the 
names of minors who become involved in the illegal pur- 
chase of beer or liquor. 

The action came after a local beverage dealer was given 
a suspension of several days after it was found that a 
minor made a purchase in the establishment. 

Selectman Robert A. Watters brought the matter up when 
he said that he felt the dealer may have been deceived in 
making the sale. Watters then suggested that the select- 
men should make an effort to discourage young people from 
causing illegal situations to arise. He said he believed 
the names of such minors should be made public by the 
board, 

He won the support of all of his four colleagues. 

Of course there are some fine legal points involved. 
Must the minor be found guilty in a court of law or can the 
selectmen act when a complaint is brought before them? 
Making the names of minors public has precedent in the 
courts where judges give out the information in certain 
cases and under certain circumstances. 

Atty. O’Brien’s opinion will be awaited with interest. 
Meanwhile, the selectmen’s action may act as a deterrent 
to some who would break the law. 


June, 1968 


Coming as it did at the height of the commencement sea- 
son, the assassination of Senator Robert F. Kennedy last 
week had a profound impact on graduates across the 
nation. 

Speakers delivering addresses on hundreds of campuses 
expressed shock, grief and anger at the slaying of the New 
York lawmaker. 

Their elders were telling the young graduates that it was 
up to them to determine what the nation’s future will be. 

Speaking to the graduating class at Catholic University, 
Senator Edward W. Brooke of Massachusetts asked: 

‘‘How can America continue to sustain the recurrent 
shocks of violence against its public men and its public 
order? Can we as a people endure the emotional exhaustion 
of repeated national tragedies without losing the sensitiv- 
ity and concern for individual life which is essential to 
political stability and social progress?’’ 

Historian Arthur Schlesinger, Jr., a close friend of the 
Kennedy family gave this message to the graduates of City 
College of New York: 

‘*If we are to survive as a nation, we must resist our in- 
bred impulse to violence, not capitulate to it, not celebrate 
i.” 

Ambassador Sol M. Linowitz, U.S. representative to the 
Organization of American States, pleaded with the nation’s 
universities and colleges to ‘‘take the leadership in moving 
toward a national reconciliation that can finally show the 
way to the domestic peace we seek and must have’’ as he 
addressed the students at the Amherst commencement. 

The New York Times’ James Reston told the Williams 
College graduating class that ‘‘any madman can terrorize 
a city or kill a senator, but remaking a society into some- 
thing even a little more fair, decent, and compassionate 
is a more difficult and complicated job.”’ 

There were many more speeches made to the graduates 
this June, but most of them carried the same theme: ‘‘What 
must the nation do to cure its ills?’’ And most of the 
speakers seemed to agree that the answer is not an easy 
one to find, however pressing it has become.
